For a long time it has been common practice 
for state solons who are attorneys to represent private 
interests before state agencies. In their capacities as 
legislators they wield a very great power over the state 
agencies they address. 


This has evoked time and again over the years 
cLrt%fo"?s0nire % enVeaddmona] a question of high importance to the voters who elect 
them to office: Can a man represent impartially two 
clients where there may be a conflict of interest? 


Authors of the state constitution apparently gave 
some thought to this. At least the consitution reads: 


“Article III, Section 22. Personal interest in meas­ 
ure or bill: A member who has a personal or private 
interest in any measure or bill proposed or pending 
before the Legislature, shall disclose the fact to the 
House of which he is a member, and shall not vote 
thereon.” 


That seems plain enough so far as the spirit of 
proper representation is concerned. 
But, 
although 
many legislators are attorneys 
with 
private clients 
whose interests are in many fields subject to legisla­ 
tion, it is rare if ever that the attorney-solon reveals 
a 
personal or private’ interest in a bill. His interest, at 
least in public declarations, is alw ays defined as in

A new systemic insecticide for 
treating cotton seed

Results of research 
show that 4 to 6 weeks protection 
from planting date has been ob-1 
tamed against thrips, aphids, spi- j 
der mites and leaf miners, This 
treatment will generally replace j 
the first two early season appli­ 
cations of the customary insecti­ 
cides. Three demonstration plots 
of seed treated with this insecti­ 
cide will be planted in this coun­ 
ty and all cotton growers will be 
kept informed about the success 
of the growers.

Tax re­ 
turn forms for farmers may be 
secured by writing the District 
Director of Internal Revenue.
